Gentlemen, 

The  Public  Libraries  Committee  have  the 
honour  to  submit  their  Nineteenth  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1912. 

CENTRAL  LIBRARY. 

Since  the  last  report  information  has  been 
received  that  the  Local  Government  Board  have 
given  their  consent  to  the  loan  of  £7,000  for  the 
building;  and  that  the  sanction  of  the  Board  of 
Education  to  the  allocation  of  part  of  the 
Lansdowne  site  for  the  purposes  of  a  Library 
has  been  obtained,  and  also  agreeing  to  the 
amount  of  £1,320  as  the  purchase  price,  which 
sum  it  will  be  remembered  was  arrived  at 
by  mutual  arrangement  with  the  Libraries  Com- 
mittee and  the  Education  Committee.  A  further 
application  has  been  made  for  a  loan  for  the  various 
fittings  and  furniture  required.  It  is  with  great 
regret  that  the  Committee  see  no  prospect  of  their 
being  able  to  move  into  the  new  building  in  the 
autumn  as  they  anticipated,  owing  to  the  un- 
expected delay  on  the  part  of  the  Contractors. 

The  Committee  earnestly  urge  the  Council  to 
lose  no  opportunity  to  hasten  the  erection  of  the 
Library,  as  it  will  be  a  most  inconvenient  matter 
for  them  to  close  for  any  length  of  time  for  the 
purpose  of  removal  during  the  winter. 
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REFERENCE  LIBRARY. 

A  report  was  prepared  and  presented  by  the 
Chief  Librarian,  formulating  a  scheme  for  adding 
to  the  stock,  and  building  up  a  thoroughly  repre- 
sentative Reference  Library  on  a  systematic  basis, 
which  received  the  hearty  approval  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

Monthly  lists  are  prepared  according  to  a  set 
scheme  and  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Books  Committee,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  by  the 
September  meeting  these  lists  will  be  exhausted. 
The  books  are  purchased  on  the  method  suggested 
m  the  scheme,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  majority 
will  probably  be  obtained  by  the  spring  of  1914. 
The  greater  part  of  the  estimate  allowed  for  books 
will  be  devoted  to  the  purchase  of  the  Reference 
Library  additions.  The  result  will  be  a  compact 
and  exceedingly  useful  and  practical  Reference 
Library,  which  the  Committee  venture  to  predict 
will  be  a  useful  adjunct  to  the  educational  facilities 
of  the  town,  and  prove  of -lasting  benefit  to  the 
residents  and  the  numerous  visitors  to  the  district, 
and  add  one  more  to  the  many  attractions  offered 
by  the  municipality. 

BRANCHES. 

It  is  a  source  of  gratification  that  the  branches 
maintain  their  popularity,  which  is  made  more 
evident  on  reference  to  the  tables  of  issues  accom- 
panying this  report,  especiallv  in  the  case  of 
Wmton,  where  the  population  is  almost  entirelv 
ot  the  artisan  class.  So  popular  has  this  branch 
become  that  at  times  during  the  winter  months  the 
services  of  three  assistants  are  required.  Unfortu- 
nately there  is  nothing  to  report  respecting  any  pro- 
spective scheme  to  enable  the  Council  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  remaining  part  of  Mr.  Carnegie's 
generous  offer  of  £2,000  for  a  branch  at  West- 
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bourne.  The  work  at  this  end  of  the  Borough  is 
retarded  as  the  accommodation  provided  in  the 
temporary  premises  is  altogether  inadequate  and 
unsuitable  for  the  type  of  residents  in  the  western 
district.  It  is  hoped  that  the  whole  scheme  of 
libraries  will  be  completed  in  time  for  the  Library 
Association  Conference,  whch  is  to  be  held  here  in 
September  next  year ;  but  this  will  only  be  possible 
by  immediate  action  being  taken  to  secure  a.  site  for 
Westbourne.  The  Committee  are  pleased  to  report 
that  they  have  been  able  to  dispose  of  the  lease  of 
the  old  premises  at  Boscombe. 


LIBRARY  RATE. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  the  Committee 
express  to  the  Council  their  thanks  for  acceding  to 
their  request  "  that  the  product  of  the  penny  rate  be 
allocated  for  Library  purposes,"  instead  of  the  in- 
come being  confined  within  the  limits  of  an 
estimate  made  fourteen  months  previously.  The 
decision  has  added  considerably  to  the  resources  of 
the  Committee,  but  in  view  of  the  loan  charges  and 
other  heavy  expenditure,  it  will  still  be  a  constant 
strain  to  keep  the  five  libraries  properly  equipped. 
The  Committee  feel  that  the  Councif  realise  the 
difficulties,  and  they  wish  to  convey  their  grateful 
thanks. 

DONATIONS 

Many  interesting  donations  have  been  made  by 
Mr.  James  E.  Liddiard,  E.R.G.S.,  principally 
consisting  of  Australasian,  Japanese  and  Chinese 
specimens  of  printing,  etc.  The  Committee  are  in- 
debted to  Mrs.  Reid  Martin  for  the  gift  of  41 
volumes  of  books  for  the  blind  in  the  Braille  type. 
The  Library  now  contains  306  volumes  of  blind 
literature;  but  the  experience  here  is  somewhat 
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similar  to  that  of  other  towns  in  respect  to  the  small 
use  made  of  the  books.  The  Library  Association  is 
dealing  with  this  matter,  and  a  special  committee 
has  been  formed  with  the  object  of  presenting  a  full 
report  at  the  Liverpool  Conference.  Other  dona- 
tions are  recorded  later  in  the  report. 

JOHN  B.  M.  CAMM  MUSIC  LIBRARY. 

During  the  year  valuable  additions  to  this 
Library  have  been  made  by  Mr.  Camm,  and  the 
Committee  have  pleasure  in  once  more  expressing 
their  thanks  to  that  gentleman  for  his  generous 
gifts,  which  will  increase  in  value  and  utility  as 
time  goes  on.  The  Library  is  now  being  catalogued 
by  the  Chief  Librarian,  and  it  is  his  object  to  make 
the  cards  bear  sufficient  information  to  render  the 
collection  of  greater  educational  value  to  music 
students.  The  Music  Room  should  prove  of  im- 
mense benefit  to  music  lovers  and  all  interested  in 
music,  for  it  is  understood  that  no  library  of  this 
nature  is  in  existence  in  any  public  library  in  this 
country.  Many  libraries,'  especially  the  larger 
ones,  have  collections  of  music,  but  not  anything 
like  the  number  of  orchestral  scores  which  the 
Camm  Collection  consists  of.  Its  importance  from 
a  musical  standpoint  as  well  as  its  intrinsic  worth 
emphasizes  the  munificence  of  the  donor. 


COMMITTEE. 
Changes  in  the  constitution  of  the  Committee 

?^ngireJeaJ,,were  made  owin£  to  the  resignation 
of  Mr  Walter  Child  Clark,  a  co-opted  member,  and 
the  retirement  of  Councillor  J.  D.  Mackenzie  and 
Councillor  J.  H.  Ralph  Smythe.  To  fill  the 
vacancies  Alderman  H.  S.  McCalmont  Hill  D  C  L 
(Mayor);  Sir  Daniel  Morris,  K.C.M.G. ;  and  Mr  J 
RalPh  Smythe  were  appointed  by  the  Council 
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ISSUES. 

The  opening  of  the  new  building  at  Boscombe 
had  an  immediate  and  striking  effect  on  the  issues, 
and  the  increase  for  the  year  amounted  to  29,063. 
The  increased  output  at  the  Winton  Branch  totalled 
3,994,  which  is  extremely  satisfactory.  The  total 
issues  from  all  the  Libraries  aggregated  357,641  (an 
increase  over  the  previous  year  of  24,595),  or  4.47 
per  head  of  population,  against  an  average  of  1.80 
for  the  whole  country.  The  proportion  of  stock  to 
population  shows  over  50  books  per  hundred  of  the 
population  against  the  average  of  30;  borrowers 
are  nearly  14  per  cent,  of  the  inhabitants  against 
an  average  of  6;  and  there  are  nearly  4  books  to 
each  borrower.  Issues  per  borrower  were  almost 
33;  and  the  whole  stock  was  turned  over  nearly 
nine  times.  The  number  of  registered  borrowers 
is  10,882,  and  in  addition  there  are  1,529  with 
students'  extra  tickets  which  are  only  available  for 
books  other  than  fiction. 


STAFF. 

The  Staff  continue  to  give  every  satisfaction; 
and  it  will  be  noted  on  another  page  that  the 
seniors  are  continuing  their  studies  to  enable  them 
to  secure  the  certificates  of  the  Library  Association. 
Every  encouragement  is  given  by  the  Committee, 
who  recognise  that  the  study  necessary  to  pass  the 
examinations  benefits  not  only  the  staff,  but  the 
Library  and  its  borrowers.
